The man who Is probably more res-
ponsible than any other Individual for
Prmce Kuhlo entering politics, arrived
t'hls morning on the S. S. Korea to pay
a visit to the De'lagte. Ilia name Is
Sir J. Somers Vine. He is nn English-
man and he looks as if he had the
capacity of enjoying the royal time
that his Hawaiian host has been eager-
ly waiting to give him.

Sir Somers has resided in Pretoria
for the past three years, but his home
is In London. Sir Somers is the man
who was the Pretoria host df Prince
Cupid, when the later and the Princess
Kalanlanaole made their 'tour of the
world.

Sir isomers is quite a distinguished
looking man. He Is talK very robust
with florid face and Iron gray mustache
He expressed himself as delighted to
be in Honolulu and renew his acquain-
tance with Prince and Princess Kala-
nlanaole. Sir Somers takes quite a
lively Interest In .ewnts, much more
so than the average Britisher Is gen-
erally supposed 'to take, and was among
the first of the passengers on the
big boat, to scan the wharf for friends.
He soon located Prince Kuhlo who In
company with John F. "Colburn and
Palmer Woods waa standing on the
wharf below signalling to Sir Somers.

"Prince Cupid and his wife were my
guests when they came to South
Africa,' he suld. "They had letters
to me In Pretoria. Prince Cupid was
shown some fine excitement during his
visit. WVe were held up In ambush for
over ifwenty-fou- r hours one night 'by
the Boers.

"I heard on my arrival in London, of
his election to Congress. I was very
pleased to learn of It. When he was in
Africa, he seemed to be reaching that
state of mind, where lie was Indifferent
to political matters. I told him that
he was making a mistake on this score,
that he should take an active part In
the politics of his section. I am de-

lighted to know that he has done so. 1

would certainly have liked to have been
with him when lie was making his
campaign.

"How long am I going to remain
here? Well, now you will have sto ask
me that in a couple of days. I don't
know now.

"Affairs are rapidly settling down In
South Africa. The Orange Free state
people'have cause for grievance against
the people of the Transvaal. The lat-

ter got them Into the war and now the
Orange Free state has to suffer
equally with the Transvaal. There
will be some feeling between those
people for some time, but It will not I
think, have any evil effect on the
British Interests."

Sir Somers has come a long way to
visit the Prince. In fact the trip of Sir
Somers Is a record breaker on this
.score. From Pretoria 'to Honolulu is
about 15,000 miles, but the British lord
has travelled all of that distance to re-

new again his friendship with the Ha-
waiian alii. While Prince Kuhlo will
probably not be able to give- his guest
quite as exciting experience as fell to
Kuhlo under the guidance of Sir Somers
nevertheless, there will be plenty doing
at Walklkl and elsewhere before many
moons have passed these latitudes. By

IN TOWN!
HELPING PHILIPPINE LEGISLA-

TION GOV. WRIGHT OF PHILIP-
PINE COMMISSION RETURNING.

Governor Luke E .Wright of the
Philippine Commission, is aboard the
Korea en route, to Manila, to resume
his duties In the Philippines. Governor
Wright passed through Honolulu the
latter part of last year on the trans-
port 'Sumner. On that voyage, he
had a most exciting experience as the
vessel was nearly lost in a typhoon off
Japan. General Adna R. Chaffee the
commander In chief in the Philippines
was also a returning passenger and
narrowly escaped being killed by a
heavy life boat being dashed against
his stateroom by the waves.

Governor Wright went to the Main-
land on a leave of absence but he pass-
ed most of the time In Washington In
the interest of Philippine legislation.

"We early abandoned the idea," said
Governor Wright today "of securing
the admission of Chinese to the Philip-
pine Islands. The sentiment of the
mainland would not stand for it. The
labor unions were too. much against
the measure, so "w'e did not press the
matter.

"We had three bills before Congress
and succeeded in getting two of them
through. We could have gotten the
third passed, but It would have meant
nothing, for If would have been hung
up. Toward the last part of the ses-
sion, Congress was running practically
under the, unanimous consent rule. Sev-

eral of the congressmen said that they
would not support the Philippine tariff
bill. They could have hung It up. so we
had to accept defeat on that bill. We
were able to have the currency and
constabulary bills passed however.

"I regret exceedingly to hear of the
continued Illness of Governor Taft.
According to a dlsp'atch yesterday
from Manila regarding him, It Is stated
that he had gone to the mountains for
his health. This news Is rather favor-

able, for It Indicates that he has im- -

proved sufficiently to travel.
"There has been some talk on the

mainland of Governor Taft resigning
from the Philippine Commission but
there has been nothing official on this
score. I presume however that if his
health continues bad. he will certainly
ask for a leave of absence.

' "No, there are no changes in the
Commission or further changes in the
policy of the administration regarding
the Philippines, so far as I am aware."

Governor Wright Is next in authority
to Governor Taft and should the latter
relinquish the lost of governor, that
place would fall to Governor Wright.
Governor Wright is accompanied by
Mrs. Wright. They will not atop over
at Honolulu.
